By this we do not mean to 
suggest that there is anything 
wrohg with our own shool or the 
trustees. On the contrary, we 
have reasons to believe that

evident, that there is an utter 
lack of interest in the school by 
the average ratepayer. In this 
regard the writer pleads guilty. 
It was only the other week, in 
response to an invitation from 
the principal to inspect the 
school that we learned what an 
excellently equipped school we 
have.
